Documents entered in this catalogue that are for sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., are indicated 
by a star (*) preceding the price named. A dagger (7) indicates

_ NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Mineral resources of the United States, for the calendar year 
1908, Part 2, Nonmetallic products, is among the important publi- 
cations of the month. The chief products concerning which statis- 
tical and other information is. given are coal, cement, and clay. 
The value of coal mined exceeds that of any other mineral product, 
and even clay exceeds gold. 

Among the most interesting of all the public documents are the 
catalogues of the ship’s and crew’s libraries supplied to vessels of 
the United States Navy. The issue for the month catalogues the 
libraries of the new “ dreadnought”, the North Dakota. The ship’s 
library has many professional manuals and treatises, while the crew’s 
library has a greater proportion of lighter literature, including the 
most famous sea stories and other standard fiction. Both libraries 
appear to be admirably selected. Many educational institutions 
are less plentifully and less fittingly supplied with books. Among 
the numerous things which Uncle Sam does for the comfort of 
his fighting men, few if any are more commendable or of more 
practical value than the supplying of these excellent libraries to 
ships. 

Bulletin 416 of the Geological Survey gives an account of the 
really surprising increase in the number of producer-gas power 
plants in this country. This form of the production of energy, 
by which inferior grades of coal, lignite, and peat are made avail- 
able, has almost entirely grown up within the present century. 
Gas engines, which were formerly of very limited power, are now 
built to produce as high as 5000 horse power, and have broken the 
monopoly of steam. : 

Farmers’ bulletin 383 has the attractive title How to destroy 
English sparrows. This will appeal not only to farmers but to 
almost everybody else, except perhaps those spoken of in the bul- 
letin who make a profit by selling them for reed-birds. The authors 
of Bulletin 383 do not think that the sparrow can be exterminated, 
but they think that by following the means proposed his numbers 
may be much diminished. An interesting summary of the merits 
and demerits of this undesirable immigrant from the British Isles 
is given. 

Geological Survey Water-supply paper 236 is Part 1 of the report 
oh an unusually extensive investigation. The general title is The 
quality of surface waters in the United States, and the title of 
Part 1 is Analyses of waters east of the 100th meridian. This part 
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contains detailed results of analyses of surface waters. Part 2 
will discuss these analyses in relation to stream flow, climate, 
forestation, geologic environment, pollution, and other factors. 
The purpose is to ascertain the industrial value of various water 
supplies as well as their potability. As water dissolves more or 
less of everything. with which it comes in contact, the fitness of a 
water supply for specified uses depends on the locality from which 
it comes. It may be made hard by lime, it may be alkaline, it may 
contain organic matter. These factors are to be made known by 
this series of reports. 

The annual report of the Smithsonian Institution for 1908 is now 
available. The papers of the General appendix are unusually com- 
plete and comprehensive and discuss subjects of high scientific 
importance and timeliness, including aviation, wireless telephony. 
phototelegraphy, development of chemistry during 40 vears, our 
present knowledge of the earth, heredity, ete. The volume is sold 
by the Superintendent of Documents at $1.00 a copy in paper covers 
and $1.25 in cloth. 

Bulletin 4238, Geological Survey, entitled A primer on explosives 
for coal miners, is intended to be a life-saver. A large percentage 
of mine explosions is attributed to the improper use of explosives. 
The primer will teach those who study it to use explosives properly 
and avoid unnecessary danger. 

The 23d Annual report of the commissioner of labor, for 1908, 
gives a copious treatment, nearly 800 pages, on workmen’s insurance 
and benefit funds in the United States. 

Bulletin 41 of the Hygienic Laboratory of the Public Health and 
Marine-Hospital Service, entitled Milk and its relation to the public 
health, issued early in 1908, was so complete an exposition of a sub- 
ject of much popular interest and importance that the demand for it 
was very widespread and the whole edition speedily went out of 
print. A later and even more exhaustive treatment of the same 
subject is given in Hygienic Laboratory Bulletin 56, very recently 
issued, and offered for sale by the Superintendent of Documents 
at $1.00 a copy. 

Digest of comments on the Pharmacopeia of the United States of 
America, 8th decennial revision, and the National formulary, 3d 
edition, for the calendar year ending Dec. 31, 1906, is the copious 
title of Hygienic Laboratory Bulletin 58. It explains itself, and 
nothing more needs to be said to arouse an interest in the publi- 
cation. 

The 1909 Annual report of the Secretary of Agriculture has been 
issued in an abridged edition (100 pages) for general distribution. 
This edition is known as Report 91. The document discusses the 
high-price question at length. 

No. 10 of the series called Forest products, issued in collabora- 
tion by the Census Bureau and the Forest Service, gives the sta- 
tistics of the forest production of this country for the year 19038. 
The total value is estimated at $1.050,000,000, a reduction of nearly 
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18 per cent from the production of 1907. This great falling off is 
not attributed to the exhaustion of the forests but to the business 
depression following the panic of 1907. 

With what care the Government guards the interests of navigation 
is shown by a little pamphlet entitled Coal notice for foreign ports, 
1910. This is an annual issue. It tells navigators in what foreign 
ports they may find coal, what kind of coal, what they should pay 
for it, the names of the concerns supplying it, and so on. This an- 
nual coal notice, formerly issued as a large and clumsy table, is now 
a neat and handy pamphlet. 

The Census Bureau issues Important points on the U. S. census. 
There are only 4 pages of it, but if all citizens should read it the 
work of taking the census would be facilitated and its accuracy 
increased. It tells the citizen why he or she should answer the 
census questions and how they should be answered. 

Coéperative distribution of new Smyrna figs and caprifigs is a 
most interesting little brochure from the Pkant Industry Bureau on 
fig culture in the United States. 

Plant Industry Bureau Circular 44, title Minor articles of farm 
equipment, gives handy points on the purchase and care of farm 
tools. 

Civil service retirement in Great Britain and New Zealand is the 
title of Senate doc. 290, 61st Cong. 2d sess. It is a timely contribu- 
tion to the discussion of the retirement question in this country. 

Sixty-first Cong. 2d sess., S. doc. 248, is a volume of corre- 
spondence, dispatches, reports, etc., almost innumerable, filling 
over 800 pages, and published without table of contents or index, 
so that finding anything in it is very difficult. It contains the so- 
called Glavis charges concerning the Cunningham coal claims in 
Alaska as transmitted to Congress by the President. 

Geological Survey Bulletin 424 is an attempt to estimate the 
money value of the public coal lands of the United States. 

The notable book of the month is American campaigns, by Major 
M. F. Steele, in 2 vols., one of text, the other of maps. The distri- 
bution of this important work is entirely in the hands of the War 
Department. 

The National Gallery of Art (Bulletin 70, National Museum), by 
Richard Rathbun, is descriptive of paintings and other art objects 
which have been donated or bequeathed to the Government. It is 
supposed that when the new building of the National Museum shall 
have been completed these works may be put on exhibition and the 
gallery thus be made a reality. The book contains a number of 
photographic reproductions of the more valuable paintings. The 
Superintendent of Documents has a few copies for sale at $1.00 each. 

The handy index to Farmers’ bulletins has been extended to 
include no. 382. 

A new edition of the Interstate Commerce Commission’s Regula- 
tions for the transportation of explosives, under the act of Mar. 4, 
1909, bears date Jan. 15, 1910. 
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Reform of the land laws, conservation of national resources, ex- 
tracts from recommendations of the President, the Secretary of the 
Interior, and the commissioner of the General Land Office, etc., is 
the comprehensive title of a compilation presented by Senator New- 
lands of Nevada and printed as Senate document 283, 61st Cong. 2d 
sess. The President quoted is Mr. Roosevelt, the Secretaries of 
the Interior are Messrs. Hitchcock, Garfield, and Ballinger, the land 
commissioners are Messrs. Richards, Ballinger, and Dennett, and 
the “etc.” also covers an interesting miscellany on conservation, in- 
cluding extracts from the reports of the Public Lands Commission, 
the Conference of Governors, and the National Conservation Com- 
mission, and addresses by Mr. James Rudolph Garfield and Mr. 
Gifford Pinchot. Altogether, a compilation very agreeable to the 
ardent friends of conservation. 

The United States National Waterways Commission, of which 
Senator Burton of Ohio is chairman, has issued a preliminary 
report, which has been published as 61st Cong. 2d sess., S. doc. 301, 
and is accounted one of the most important documents of the 
session. 

CHANGED PRICES 


Beginning with January, 1910, the price for the Catalogue of 
copyright entries, complete, is $3.00 a year; for Parts 1 and 3, $1.00 
each; for Parts 2 and 4, each 50c.

The 
magazine recently has been materially enlarged.

The Superintendent of Documents has begun supplying sub- 
scribers with the weekly Public health reports issued by the Public 
Health and Marine-Hospital Service. The price is $2.00 a year and 
the numbers are mailed promptly each week. 

Beginning with the first issue of advance sheets for vol. 18, Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Reports, the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments will mail the sheets to subscribers as fast as printed. This 
is for the convenience of persons interested who do not wish to wait 
until the completion of a large volume before learning the decisions 
of the Commission. All of the separate decisions, printed in ad- 
vance sheets as soon-as handed down, which go to make up vol. 18, 
will be mailed to subscribers for $1.00, postage free. This is a dis- 
tinct proposition, not affecting the sale of the bound volumes of 
Interstate Commerce Commission Reports, which will be continued 
as heretofore. ‘ 
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A BELATED CORRECTION 


Professor John Bassett Moore’s Digest of international law was 
listed for publication as House document 551, 56th Congress, 2d 
session, 1900-1901, and being estimated to make 5 vols. was so 
published in the Document index for that session (H. does. vy. 
128-1382). However, it grew under the compiler’s hand, and when 
finally issued, late in 1906, was in eight volumes. It therefore 
became necessary, in assigning volume numbers and serial numbers, 
to split the final numbers in both these series, so that vol. 132 is in 
4 books, labeled vol. 182, part 1, 182, part 2, and so on, while serial 
number 4206 appears on 4 books, as 4206, vol. 1, 4206, vol. 2, and 
so on. It has been the custom when such discrepancies have oc- 
curred in the Document indexes because of unforeseen (and unfore- 
seeable) changes in plans of publication, to call the attention of 
librarians, in the preface to the next Index, to the needed correction. 
In this case, however, the first index issued after the 5-vol. Digest 
had appeared in 8 vols. was that for the 59th Cong. 2d sess., and 
as 5 indexes had intervened between that and the Index for the 
56th Cong. 2d sess., in which the work had been listed as 5 vols., 
the fact that correction was needed had passed out of mind and 
was overlooked. 

Hence this belated correction.

Notr.—The Geological Survey is making a topographic map of the 
United States. The sheets of which it is composed are projected with- 
out reference to political divisions. and are designated by some proml- 
nent town or natural feature found on them.
